Arrival of the Remains 
of the President 


Great Outpouring of the Peo- 
ple at the Funeral. 


TERRIFIC STORMS AT QUINCY AND 


IOL1ET. 


CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 24.—All tba 


i) earthly of James A. Garfield wa 
borne through the streets of Cleveland 
to-day and deposited in the pavilion ant 
catafalque which mark tbo centre o 
tbe public square, there to remain anli 
Monday, when his noble clay will b 
interred st Lake View oemetery. Th 
Forest City presented all tbe ontwan 
insignia of woe in its profuse funsra 
decorations, and the heartbeats of its 
loyal and loving citizens joined ID an 
inaudible accompaniment to tbe dirge 
which broke upon tbe air as tbe solemi 
pageant wended ita way through th 
streets. It was in Cleveland, where 
next to Washington, perhaps, Garfiel 
was more familiarly and 
generally 


known, and io Cleveland, probably 
much BO as any other oity in tbe coun 
try, IB his loss regarded not only aa 
national calamity, but as a deep person 
al bereavement. If there were anylhin 
wanting to show this, to day's even 
more than supplied that want. In spit 
of tbe light bree« which blew, and th 
fact that tbe sun was now and then ob 
soured by masses of clouds, tbe weathe 
was insufferably hot. These two-ante 
Iterating influences were in reality onl 
an aggravation, for whei they were sue 
peoded, evervtbing was doubly uncom- 
fortable. Toe streets were thronge< 
from early morning with crowds mad 
np not only of the native populatio 
but of visitor* from nearly every eity 
village and hamlet throughout the stat 
of Ohio, with a generous sprinklini 
from the states beyond. 


It was apparent, from the incomplete 


ness of the public decorations durit 
the morning, tbat tbe people had en 
deavored to do a great deal in a «oov 
paratively short space of time, and ha 
not quite succeeded as well as the 
could wish. The keystone arches a 
most of the entrances to the square 
were finished in their sombre white ao< 
black, but the larger and more ambi- 
tious ones on.the other aide, aa well a 
the wonderful pavilion and eatafalqn 
io the centre were far from complete 
and, 
indeed, were not absolutely fin- 


ished until late in the evening, Jon| 
after the body of Ibe martyred Presiden 
had been reverently laid upon the blacl 
velvet catafalque, in an atmosphere 
made fragrant by one of tbe largest, 
choicest, and oostiliest floral collection 
ever gotten together. The magaitud 
of the undertaking and the results ac- 
complished within so short a time re- 
flected considerable credit upon the 
Cleveland enterprise, while the private 
decorations, generally rich, heavy, an 
in exceedingly good taste, natural); 
heightened an 1 improved the genera 
sombre yet pleasing effect. 
The centre 


of attraction daring the early part o 
the day, aside from tbe public square 
and its constantly growing funeral at- 
tractions, was the Euclid avenue sta- 
tion of the Cleveland snd Pittsburg 
road, at which the funeral train was to 
arrive early in the afternoon. 


The depot is some three miles from 


the centre of the city, and the immedi 
ale approaches thereto were gnarde< 
snd kept elear by sentries scatteret 
here and there up and down the streets 
The single track of railroad it this 
point crosses Euclid avenue, running 
east and west, and Wilson avenue, run 
ning north and south, forming a trian- 
eular intersection, around whioh were 
drawn np Oriental and Holyrood oom- 
maDdeties of C!eve!and,8ome 206 strong 
the far-famed Cleveland Grays, donblj 
conspicuous for their yellow plumes 
and back of them, in great surging 
masses, a throng of patient humanity 
wailing in respectful silence for the 
moment when the form of one who was 
cold io death and yet warm in tbe 
hearts in the hearts of his countrymen 
should arrive in tbeir midst. 


The little unpretentious brick stition 


inclosed within the triangle, and flanked 
on one side by a large park fronting on 
Wilson avenue, was modestly draped in 
alternate black and white, while across 
Euclid avenue a large white banner, 
bearing the simple legend, "J. A Gar 
5eld," swung to and fro in the fitful 
breeze. A great flag hung shove it at 
balf mast, while, on all sides, as far as 
the eye could reach, was displayed tbe 
significant combination of dead black 
and virgin white. Tbe local commit- 
tees and the members of the several 
bonorary orgsnizations from other cities 
looked with practiced eyes to the exe- 
cution of all those little details insepa- 
rable from an Decision of such a char- 
acter. 
But the cynosure of all eyes, 


prior to the arrival of the funeral cor- 
tege, waa the sombre hearse, backed up 
on the Wih»B avenue side, which was 
to convey the dust of tbe nation's late 
chief to its temporary resting-place in 
the public square. 
Tbe death-angel 


seemed to be enthroned among its 
heavy masses of black, waiting for the 
approach of its precious victim. Dark 
and cheerless it looked as it stood there 
waiting io receive its load of extinct 
humanity, but iu own black hue was 
made all the more intense by the funer- 
al trappiags which deckad it forth. 


Pour ooel black horses provided thi 


motive power for this carriage of death. 


Each of th* foir MM a fall broadcli* 
neck and body blanket, edeed •* ftf 
lower fold with * silver fringe, M* «t* 
was led b; • oofcnd groom. IV nfy- 
second Ohlo.Geoenl Garfeld's old reg 
intent, now reekced to less than fill; 
members, held th* place of honor, aw 
guarded the hearse. Twenty thousand 
people were packed in and around A 
plaoa, but all wa* a* quiet as th* torn 
itself. It was a time for thought* aw 
sighs, and half-audible wfcispen— no 
for word*. 


Slowly and sadly, to the measure! 


and mournful ringing of tn* bell, th 
engine, heavily draped, whioh drew th 
funeral train came down the track am 
halted at the station, at twenty minute* 
put one. A low murmur, not unlike 
general sigh, arose from the vast orowt 
and in an instant, every bead was rev 
enntly uncovered and bared to th 
inn's beating rays. The (Knight* M 
the military presented arms, and prepa 
rations were immediately set on foot fo 
disembarking. The guard nf honor 
consisting of the first offices of arm 
and navy of the United States, and in- 
cluding tbe familiar and striking fats* 
and form* of Sherman, Sheridan, Han 
cook, Dram and Rogers, all the mor 
impressive in their full nniforus,*ligbt 
ed from the train and formed in donbl 
rank at the side of tbe funeral car. 


The military body guard, oonspicuon 


in tbeir white bat* and full uniforms, 
tenderly lifted tbe casket from tb 
coa*b, and carried it on their powerfn 
shoulders through the ranksof the guan 
of honor to tbe hearse, while the Cleve 
land Grays' Band, prayed a mournfu 
march for tbe dead. Tho cabinet offi 
eers and their wives and the other gov- 
ernment officials followed, the ladies in 
deep mourning, and th* gentlemen bow 
ed tbeir uncovered heads. 
Mrs. Gar 


field, heavily veiled, leaning on the arm 
of her son Harry, and accompanied b 
Secretary Blaine, seemed bowed witf 
her poignant grief, and ytt determinei 
to bear np under her appalling affliotioi 
with the heroic fortitude she baa eve 
shown. His* Mollie Garfield and tb 
other members, as well as intimat 
friends of th* family, followed in dn 
order, while the guard of honor brongb 
up the rear. 


Mrs. Garleld and family, instead o 


enuring the procession which forme 
now, were driven directly to the resi 
donee of Hon. James Mason, where 
they will siay until after the obsequies. 
The second section of the train, bear 
ing the congressional delegation, arrive 
a few minutes later. 
The delegatioi 


was escorted to carriages, and the sa< 
procession started. 
The cortege wa 


perhaps a half mile long, but conlf 
easily have been mad* longer, and poa 
sibly more impressive, had it been ex 
panded instead of being condensed i 
length by tbe wide columns marchin, 
abreast. Co). Wilson, of the govern 
ment lighthouse service, and his eta 
rode at tbe head in command of th 
funeral escort. The Silver Grays' Ban 
and the celebrated Forest City Troo 
followed closely. 


Then came the hearse,gnarded by tb 


Knights Templar, in columns of thre 
and flanked by ten horsemen of th 
City Troop on each aide. Tbe Cleve 
land Grays, the remnants of Gen. Gar- 
field's old regiment, the members of th 
cabinet, Gen. Sherman and hi* aides 
the guard of honor, tbe oongresiiona 
delegation and other 
distinguish*! 


guests made up the melancholy proces 
sion, which, to tbe solemn tolling of thi 
church belle, marohed down Euclid Av 
enue and Eried street, turned into Su- 
perior, and then in part proceeded t 
the catafalque in the public square 
When tbe column reached the custom 
bouse arch, the cavalry baited, forme* 
in line,and the bears with tbe Templars 
passed into tbe square. 


This portion of the ceremony was o 


the most impressive character. Th 
band played another dirge, while th 
big bell of 
the First Presbyterian 


Church, just outside the square, tollei 
a solemn accompaniment. The Knights 
Templar formed in line on the left as 
they approached the pavilion and were 
backed by a line of the local military 
A detachment of tbe society passed u| 
tbe incline leading to the catafalque 
and the member* of the local Commit- 
tees arranged themselves on either aide 


The hearse turned in toward the 


right, while the band, in muffled tones 
played "Pleyel'a Hymn,' and the fill 
bearers, with uncovered heads, bore the 
body up tbe pavilion incline, and depot 
ited it on the catafalque, where tbe at- 
mosphere was fairly laden with the 
breath of flowers. Among those who 
stood about the remains a* they were 
)nce more laid to rest were Governor 
Poster, of Ohio, and W. S. Ruse, ol 
Washington, a long-time friend of the 
dead president, and a leading member 
of tbe Christirn Church which be at- 
tended. Twelve members nf the City 
Troop, adorned as to their heads with 
mmeose bearskin eapi, weie selected to 
r,oard the body, and took up their posi- 
tion in threes around the eattfalqne. 


The park was opened to a few, who 


were provided with pastes during th* 
afternoon and evening, at which latter 
time the pavilion electric light* were 
all turned on, but none others were ad- 
mitted to the silent precincts inclosing 
he dead.

The workmen kept hammering away

her the sorrowful and pitiable spectacl 
of one overcome by a heartrending 
affliction. 
She grew calmer under th 


consolations of her Irieods, however 
and once more seemed to have lortifiet 
herself by a resolution to bear up uode 
her woes. 
Gen. Garfield's mother alsi 


arrived here to day, and is represents 
as being overwhelmed with grief anc 
nnreeoncilable to her loss. The chil- 
dren are doing bravely, and their exam 
pie will probably not be without it 
good results. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Presiden 


Arthur has passed a quiet day. Th 
great strain and excitement to which h 
has been subjected for tbe past thre 
months have hid some effect upon hi 
physical system, and this morning h 
had what is called hers "a dull chill," ; 
malarial manifestation. 
Tha effect 


were not serious, however, and by noon 
he waa able to receive the senators wh 
called upon him, and soon afterward 
commenced answering bis mail.whiol 
his already become large. He used two 
stenographers to-day from the White 
House force. No applications for offic 
have yet been received, end it is proba 
ble tbat tbe insatiate office-hunters wil 
not be so shameless as to apply for a 
place before Garfield is laid in hi 
grave. 
President Arthur certainly ha 


not given any attention to official busi 
Deis of that sort, or to official busines 
of any character not absolutely neces 
aary. His first official act wai to deoig 
nate Admiral Nichols as acting seereta 
ry of the navy, pending tbe temporal] 
absence of Secretary Hunt in the wesl 
His two next acts were the issuance, in 
their order,of tbe proclamation makinj 
Monday next a day of humiliation am 
prayer, and tbe proclamation convenini 
the senate in extraordinary session. To 
day he appointed some minor postmas- 
ters in places where it is necessary fo 
the transaction of public business tba 
new commissions should issue. Beyooc. 
this it ii not the president's purpose to 
perform any official duties until ifte 
the funeral rites oa Monday. He wil 
himself observe the day by attending 
Divine worship at one of the Episcopa 
churches—the church which be gener- 
ally attends—and he will not go to tb 
executive office at tbe White House 
until Tuesday. He will transact publi 
business, at the- White House, but wil 
not make the executive mansion, for th 
present, at lent, his personal home. 1 
is not a fit place in its present condition 
for human habitation, as those who 
have witched the president's cue fo 
these three long, weary months can tea 
tify.

And 
from its exposure to malaria it ia un- 
wholesome in many respects. <The fur 
nilure is shabby and tawdry.
